Llao Yang, May 25— A report has 
t)e«n received from New Chwang say- 
ing tbat on May 18 flva battallona of 
Japanese troopa reooonottered to the 

south almoet as far as Kin Chou and 
ran Into MaJ. Gen. Fork's artillery, 
wblch waa strongly i)osted on the 
betftats in a narrow aection of the L>lao 
Tang peninsula and that the Japaneae 
vere entirely wiped out The report 
locks confirmation. 

lx)ndon. May 25. — The corresponil- 
CLt of the Morning Post at Mukden, 
under date of May 24, says it is rf 
pOiTted there that Qen. SennenkampS's 
Cossacks captured two Japanese trans- 
port columns, thus leaving the Japan- 
ese army without supplies in a dim- 
cult cmintry. 

L.iao Yang, May 25. — There Is con- 
tinued skirmishing between the Rwc- 
slan cavalry and the Japaneae. Cos- 
sacks are pressing the Japanese In the 
bills and by roads generally driying 
thorn back. 

The general plan of the Japanese 
has not been divulged. They are ap- 
parently making time, awaiting the ar- 
rival of reserves from Korea, who 
have been delayed owing to the im- 
passability of the roads. 

The Japanese fire sending all inval- 
ids in the direction of t|M Yaln to a 
central hospitaL 

The Oblneaa report the destruction 
ot another Japanese battleship off Port 
Arthur, but the report is unconfirmed 
and is not credited. 

Several Japanese who landed from 
Junks near Port Arthur and started to- 
ward the town with the Intention cf 
dynamiting tlte docks, were captured 
and ehot. 

The Russian wounded aro recover- 
ing rapidly. Several wounded soldiers 
deserted from the hospital and stole 
t>ack to the front 

A typhoon is raging off the coast 

Washington, May S5.— through our 
nninlsters abroad the naval attaches of 
the United States have been Instructed 
to report upon the number and danger 
to neutral shipping of war mines float- 
ing off the Manchurlan coast. Tho in- 
formation will he placed in the hands 
of the naval general board, who will 
submit its views to the president, and 
If occasion warrants it representations 
will be made to tl.*i belligerents. 

Liao Yang, May 25. — It la reixirtcHl 
from a Chinese source that the Japan- 
ese have evacuated Feng Wlang Cheng 
and are occupying villages In the sur- 
rounding territory. There is no ex- 
planation of this move, but It is 
thought that it may be connected with 
the prevailing cholera < |)i(I( nii('.

Tho T«vo Are Chargod With Viol«Unf 
tho Hotel Law. 

New York, May 25.— An elderly 
woman who said she was Mrs. Anna D. 
Smith and that her father was post- 
master general in President Uncoln's 
cabinet was arrested here Tuesday 
charged with violating the hotel law. 
Ijiter her son, SO years of age, who 
gave his name as Dennison Smith, was 
also arrested on a similar charge. 
Mrs. Smith sent a note to William H. 
Bliss, nephew of COrnellua N. Bliss, 
who, she said, was her lawyer. Mr. 
Bliss denied that she was his client 
and sent word to her that he was pow- 
erless to help her. Later he saiiMhat 
although be bad not seen the woman 
under arrest, ho had every reason to 
believe that she was Anna Dennison 
Smith, daughter of Gov. William Den- 
nison, of Ohio, who was postmaster 
general under President Lincoln, and 
continued in office by President John- 
son. Both arrests were made on com- 
plaint of Oharlea Dabb, of the Hotel 
Navarre, who alleges that tho woman 
left the hotel five weeks ago owing 
him $271 for board and rooms and for 
money loaned, and that Dennison 
Smith occupied the suite of rooms witli 
bis mother whilo she lived at the 
hotel. 

Mrs. Smith declared that her arrest 
was an outrage, that she left the ho- 
tel Ijccausp of a difference with Ualili 
and that she was waiting for a remit- 
tance from her brother, a broker, in 
Columbus, O. 

aiLLESPIE MURDER CASE. 



It Will Probably Go to the Jury On 

Friday. 



Rising Sun, Ind., May 25.— The fate 
of James Oillespie, Myron Barbour, 
his wife, Carrie, and Mrs. Belle Sew- 
ard, the four defendants in the now 
famous Gillespie nnirder case, will 
probably be entrusted to the 12 men 
who are sitting in judgment as jurors 
some time Friday. The defense closed 
its side ot the great caae at noon Tues- 
day. As the time for closing the great 
legal battle draws near interest in the 
trial Is growing more intense. 

James Oillespie was cross-examincu 
Tuesday by Attorney Spaan, The wlt- 
nesa declared that he did not fire the 
shot that killed his sister and had not 
the slightest idea who did. He admit- 
ted that tie (lid not go to the house the 
night of the murder and retired about 
1U:30 that night He did not attend 
the funeral. He denied the statements 
of all tho witnesses for the proaecu- 
tion. 

Mrs. Belle Seward, one of the de 
fendants and the last witness to take 
the stand for the defense, gave her ape 
as 52 years. She said she was not in 
the front room of her house on the day 
that Bllsabetb Olllespio was murdered. 
She contradicted the testimony of her 
brother Jim in the early portion of her 
testimony by .saying tliat Jim left the 
supper table before she did on the 
night of the asf awsination,

McDonald and Wife Were Visitors at 
the Fisher Home. 



Bedford, Ind., May 25. — When court 
reconvened Tuesday Sherman Fisher 
was called. He testified that. McDon- 
ald and his wife were visitors at the 
Fisher home on the night of the mur- 
der and told of being In Cosner's scale 
office with McDonald on the following 
morning, when the murder was dis- 
cussed. He also testified that he wa» 
with McDonald when Moses Koplan 
told them the murdered woman was 
•Miss Schafer. 

Mrs. Hannah Fisher, mother of Mr.>. 
McDonald, corroborated the testimony 
of Sherman regarding the visit of Mc- 
Donald and hia wife at her boms on 
the night of the murder. 

L. B. Griggsby testified that he wan 
not In his grocery store from 4 I'n un 
til 7:30 on the night of January 21. 
During cross-examination. Prosecutor 
Miller and tho witness engaged in a 
tilt over a aoaatlM as to how often 
McDonald visited Mr. Origgsby's gro 
eery. At the conclusion of Origgsby's 
testimony. Attorney Palmer rose and 
announced; "Your honor, the defenso 
rests." There was a noticeable mur- 
mur throughout the courtroom. The 
court tbo a adjourned.

IN A SAD PLIGHT. 



A DINNER GIVEN IN THE CAPITAL. 



Ciarenee H. V ackay, Pretldent of the 
Postal Telegraph Cable Co., Was 
tha Principal Speaker; 



Prof. Morse, the Inventor, Got His Idea 
From a Conversation Held On 
Board An Atlantie Steamer 
In October, 1S8S. 



Washington, May 25.— Clarence H. 
Mackay, president of the Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Co., gave a dinner Tues- 
day evening to the heads of his organ- 
ization In commemoration of the 60th 
anniversary of the first telegraphic 
message sent between Baltimore and 
Washington and the tenth anniversary 
of the opening of the Postal building. 
The guests Included all of tho general 
and many of the assistant superintend- 
ents from all sections of the Unite, 1 
States, including even California and 
Texas. The only other guests present 
were the officers of the company. 

Mr. Mackay made an addreas in 
which he said: 

"In Octol)er. 1853, when Prof. Morse 
was croHsinn on the pac ket ship "Stil- 
ly," the conversation one ev nin^ turn- 
ed upon the recent discoverie s in elec- 
tro-magnetism, and the experiments of 
Ampere with the electro-magnet 
Some one asked if the velocity of e'. 'c- 
trlclty was retarded by the length of 
the wire. Dr. Jackson, who was pres- 
ent, answered that electricity passes 
instantaneously over any known length 
of wire. Prof. Morse, who had been 
listening intently, remarked: 'It the 
presence of elf^ctricity can bp madf: 
visible in any part of the circuit I see 
no reason why intellii;ence may not be 
transmitted instantaneously by elcc- 
ity.' The idea took root in Mr. Morse's 
brain, and going up on deck, he paced 
up and down until the early hours of 
the morning. 

"'If the spark.' he reasoned, 'will go 
ten miles without stopping. 1 can make 
It go around the globe.' How true 
this unconscious prophecy proved, you 
will all remember, when on the 4th of 
July last year President Roosevelt 
sent a message on the coinpletion of 
the Pacific cable containing 31 words, 
which traversed around the globe, 28,- 
974 miles of wire, in 12 minutes, at the 
rate of 2,416 miles per minute. My 
answer to the president, of 42 wordp, 
occupied exactly nine minutes over tl>e 
same distance, or S,219 miles per min- 
ute. 

"Gentlfmen, let us bow to the mem- 
ory and genius of Prof. Morse, whoso 
name, In the annals of this country, 
has fr iind its rightful place among 

those cf t.Tf immortals."

Washington, May 25.— Dr. L. O. 
Howard, chief entomologist of the de- 
partment ot agriculture, has returned 
from a tour of Investigation of the boll 

weevil and yellow fever mosquito prob- 
lems in .Mexico. As a result of his in- 
vestigation he says it is possible fir 
yellow fever epidemics to occur at 
higher levels In Mexico than so far haa 
been tho caae and that such epidemic* 
will occur at the higher elevations If 
nothing is iloii(' to che( k them. The 
Mexican government has had a bri- 
gade of 900 men at work on the mo.?- 
quito'flght in Vera Cruz since laat No- 
vember ahd similar work la In pro* 
gress at Tampico, Victoria, TJnares, 
Monterey, Progresso. Merlda, Cordova, 
Orisaba and other points on the \>ra 
Cruz line. Extensive fumigation work 
is in progress. 

Dr. Howard made a thorough study 
of the boll weevil situation In Mexico 
but failed to find the weevil parasite. 
He discovered, however, that the I'.dl 
weevil has reached an elevation of 
000 feet, which is much higher than 
was expeetod tho pest would go. Ow- 
ing to the climate Mexico can not 
adopt the remedial measures which 
are used In this cotmtry and on ac- 
eotinl of the great ravages of the wee- 
vil Dr. Howard expresses the belief 
that Mexico could never compete in 
cotton with tho TTnited States. 

Dr Howard also visited Louisiana 
and examined the precautions adopted 
in tlie effort to keep the weevil out of 
that state. Dr. J. H. Stubbs, director 
of the lx)uisiana state experiment sta- 
tions, says he feels confident that it 
can bo kept out for some years. Tho 
Louisiana shore of the Sabine river Is 
the most dangerous means of spread- 
ing the |)est into Louisiana from Tex- 
as. The rest of the state lioundary ia 
heavily ,timbered, and is iiatrolled by 
mf n for whose lorvices the state is re- 
imbursed by the federal authorities. 
Even the Negro laborers who cross thu 
b<iuii(lary ar. rigidly inspected and ia 
two places in the state where the Wr"- 
vll appeared last y<ar the crops ar3 
not being cultivated at all this season.

It was decidni'v warmer 
the latter part, with abundant sunshine, 
and orops were much benefited generally, 
but the soil was too dry for the best re* 
aults. Light showers occiirre<l in most 
localitiea on the 17th and IStfa, but they 
were inatifncient. Cooditiona were quite 
favorable for farm worli,«JM^IlM>tnai> 
planting of tobacco. 

Wheat BHide aome progreaa, bat most 
of it is backward— just beginning to head. 
Corn made as goo<i progreea as could be 
tapectad coder the rattier anfavorable 
conditions. Much of it has been given 
the lirst cultivation. Ciit-worma have 
damaged corn considerably. Oats, rye 
and hemp have improved aligbtly. Hay- 
fieldt are backward. Paatoraa are not in 
very good condition. Btia it btdly Seed- 
ed for the Kraaaea. 

Tobacco plants are fienerally amall and, 
in some lot:alitien, scarce, but they are 
healthy and many of them are ready for 
traasplantinct. Som'e of them were set 
out during the week, but the ground was 
too dry and the work bad to be diacon- 
tiBoed. 

There has been no important change in 
the condition of fruit ; apples are reported 
to be dropping. LarRe crops of berries 
of all varieties are expected Md the pros- 
pect for grapes is good.

The body of an unknown man waa 
foand hanging to the limb of a tree twenty 
feet above the ground on the farm of 
WilliiMu Flauk about live miles oat of 
the city on the Cane Run road, Monday 
afternoon. Coroner Kelly returned a ver- 
dict of suicide. 

Tiie body was discovered by Frank 
Warden, a farm hand, ahortly after 2 
o'clock and he waa ao frightened at the 
sight that he ran two miles to the near- 
est telephone and called the Coroner. 
When Coroner Kelly arrived on the 
scene the body was still hanging to the 
tree, and from the appearance of the 
corpse it was evident that it had l)een 
hanging there eight or ten daya. The 
body waa badly decomposed, and it waa 
iiupoeaihle to tell the man's appearance 
in life. Ue waa dusted ahabbily, wore a 
soft black hat bought from a Mavaville 
hat dealer, an overcoat on which there 
waa no marks and his general appearance 
waa that of a tramp. In • amall bundle 
at the foot of the tree were found prob- 
ably all of bis efiects, consisting of a 
shirt, several towels, a pair of auspendera. 
a necktie marked with the initial "M" 
and a pair of scissors. There were no 
papera in the clothes by which the 
corpse could be identified. From the 
description given by the Coroner the 
man was about five feet nine inches tall, 
weighed about ViO poonds, bad light red 
hair and a light red muatasche. 

The ;>oHition in which the corpse was 
found shows that the man deliberately 
planned his death and executed his plans 
with i! deliberation, lie hanged 
himselt ueveral feet out on a limb of a 
tree fully twenty feet from, the ground 
and used a leather strap instead of a rope. 

It may be that the unforltinate man, 
as lie was a tramp, had been given the 
hat while passing through here and did 
not belong in Maysville.

Adjutant General Haly has been noti- 
fied by the Military Secretary of the War 
Department that, following the report of 
inipection jnst made to that departinent 
by Major Edgar W. Howe, V. S. A., on 
the condition of the Kentucky State 
Guard, the organised militia of Ken- 
tocky is now regarded as "sufficiently 
armed, uniformed and rcjuipped for ac- 
tive duty in the field" as to entitle it to 
the benefits of section 14 of the militia 
laws of the United States, and the As- 
aistant Secretary of War has so ordered. 

This ruling will be of much interest to 
the ofRcera and members of the guard. 
The section 14 of the militia law referred 
to provides that when annual inspection 
of the guard of a State ahall ahow it to be 
entitled to the provisions rf the law the 
Secretary of War is authorised, on the 
requisition of the Governor of auch State, 
to pay to it so much of its nllotment out 
of the annual appropriation us -hall be 
necessary fcM* the payment, subsistence 
and transportation of such portion of 
said organized militia as shall ecgage in 
actual field or i amp instruction, and the 
officers and enlisted men of such militia 
while BO engaged shall be entitled to the 
aame pay, subsistence and transportation 
aa officers and enlisted men of corre- 
sponding gradeo of the regular army. 

The (Jovernor has appointed Dr. J. Al- 
len Dodson, Captain ; Lee Dreasel, First, 
and Oharlea Crane Second Lieutenant of 
Gom})any L of this city. Captain Dod- 
son will make several appointments of 
non-commiaaionod offioert in the next 
few daya.
